Chief Is Given 
Hike In Salary 


Los Angeles (JP)—The United 


Steelworkers 
of America 
have 


given President David J. McDon- 
ald a $10,000 present in the form 
of a salary raise to $50,000 a year. 
The USW convention, in 
its 


stormiest session, also voted yes- 
terday to raise dues $2 a month 
for the union's 1,200,000 members. 


Dues were hiked from $3 a 


month to 55 after an hour and a 
half of heckling debate in which 
one spokesman from the floor, Len 
Taylor of Kokomo, Ind., told Mc- 
Donald: "I don't think you need 
the $10,000." 


"I'm not worth it," McDonald 


snapped tartly. "The last contract 
proves it." 


The irony was not lost on the

of delegates and the 


$10,000 increase was overwhelm- 
ingly approved. The contract Mc- 
Donald referred to won the steel- 
workers an average of 46-cent 
hourly pay boost over three years. 


The vote on the dues increase

McDonald rejected a 


motion for a roll call and declared 
the measure passed.

Tempe, Ariz. (&)—Rock «n' roll 


singer "Elvis Presley today was 
described by an art professor as 
a "dead ringer" for the gods of 
the golden age of Greek art. 


Famous Greek statues of Apollo 


and Hermes show a strong resem- 
blance to Presley, evea to the 
duck bill haircut and sidebumj, 
said Prof. Harry Wood, head of 
the art department -at Arizona 
State College at Tempe. 


"The twitch and twist, after all, 


made Greek art p o p u l a r in 
Greece," Wood said. "The Greeks 
were the first to capture it in 
stone and break away from the 
stiffness of Egyptian art." 


"A comparison, of Presley in. ac- 


tion with photos of well-known 
Greek statues shows remarkable 
similarities," lie said. 


One of the most striking- ia an 


early work knoivn. as the "Chario- 
teer of Delphi," he said. 


"It haa the same heavy jaw, 


Greek Nose, thick lips and half- 
lowered eyelids as Presley. It has 
the same somewhat proud adoles- 
cent look of a young hero." 


Presley is the "revival of a 


Greek archtype" often found in 
the entertainment world, he said. 
Others are Joan Crawford and 
Gregory Peck . 


Apollo, the professor, said, was 


the "god, sponsor and patron" of 
Greek singers "ivho must 
have 


had a style similar to that of Pres- 
ley." 


"The Greek singers combined 


the athletic or masculine Doric 
influence with the feminity of the 
Ionic, or near eastern Greek, mu- 
sic."

FIRST FROST 


In connection with reports of the first snow of the 


season as carried in Thursday's paper, the following 
rom The New York Times makes interesting reading: 


First frost comes, back in the hills, and the fox 


jarks in the thin moonlight, the owl asks its questions 
)f the darkness. Autumn creeps in, reconnoitering the 
-alleys and exploring the treetops. Cricket and katy- 
iid, silent in the first frosty evening, return as the 
-hill abates and are soon so loud again that one knows 
hey are hurrying to complete unfinished mating calls 
Before the deep frosts of October put an end to their 
season. 


Thus turns the season, in ripeness and morning 


•nist, in a midday sky so deep, so clear that one can 
see halfway into forever. First frost clears the air as 
though to enhance the shortening span of daylight 
and make of the abbreviated evening a time of cool 
delight. And dawn gleams with spider webs spread 
among the tall grasses and weed stems as though 
to trap the tagends of summer. 


But summer is going fast. It lingers only a hilltop 


here and there, in a few scattered hours and days. In 
all green things there is a response, if not an actual 
knowledge and awareness. Milkweed pods now turn 
to silver and soon will burst into silk. There is an 
occasional, tentative flash of red and yellow in the 
maple groves. Roadside grasses ripen seedheads. 
Squirrels swarm through hickory and walnut trees, 
and chipmunks gather thistledown for winter nests. 
Crows and jays are more insistent as the songsters 
begin to move southward. Beetles are sluggish and 
wasps are a trace less truculent. 


Frost has touched the hills and the change sets 


in. The noon shadow shows it, and the long evening 
light. The color of autumn and the fall of the leaf, 
the blaze that is October, will soon be with us again.

Youngsters See Through You 
If You're Unsure of Yourself

TTHE school she taught in was located in one of a big city's slum 


neighborhoods Fifty years ago, its streets teemed with an 


immigrant population whose customs and speech, were foreign to her. 


But its children were eager to learn English; and in teaching it 


to them she became their friend — the person a tearful Gma or 
Morrie could always count on to explain the 'way of American land- 
lords with a notice of dispossession, what tune Papa could visit 
Mama at the hospital, why you mustn't throw garbage in the street. 


Her third grade numbered 72 children 
One day she found it necessary to leave them Instead of ^e- 


niissting substitute supervision, she just rose from behind her Sesk 
and said, "Children, I must leave you alone for 15 minutes. I am 
not going to ask for another teacher to come and make you behave 
Sooner or later we all have to learn to make ourselves behave So 
you might as well begin right now to find out you can do it" 


TTPON her return, the little girl who served the class as monitor 


eagerly raised her hand "Everybody was good," she said proud- 


ly. "We all made ourselves behave " 


She once recounted this experience to a young teacher who was 


finding class discipline difficult Impressed, the younger woman 
memorized the words that had won it for the older one. At the first 
opportunity, she repeated them to her own class of well-fed well- 
dressed, suburbanite youngsters—and left them with the challenge 
to make themselves behave 


They nearly made a not instead. 


"WHEN this failure was reported to the older teacher, she did not 
" speak at once Then she said gently, "I think this young \voman 
does not really believe that we all have to learn to make ourselves 
behave " 


Why? Because, she added, "when we know a thing to be true, 


children feel our certainty They trust and obey it But when we 
just act on thoughts put into our head by somebody else, they feel 
that we are children, too My boys and girls were willing to dis- 
cipline themselves because thev could feel my conviction that self- 
discipline cannot be avoided This young woman's students felt no 
such certainly in her "

Take Ten Tips From Moving Men 


* it- 


Anticipate Problems, Ease Journey to New Home 


BY KAY SHERWOOD, NEA Staff Writer 


ON the move this fall? Whether the move is within the 


city limits or across tlie country, most homemakers 


regard the approach of moving day with nervous con- 
fusion. 


In addition to being an emotional wrench to leave a familiar 


home for an unfamiliar dwelling, every smidgin of household fur- 
nishings, clothing" and appliances must be organized. And that 
can be a tedious, tiring task. 


There are ways of making the move less painful and easier on 


the family. I've moved three times in five years, both long-distance 
and locally, and I can't say that I've enjoyed the actual operation. 


Here are tips from moving experts, some of which I've tried and 


found useful, others which are new to me but sound workable in 
nature. 


1. Call in a reputable mover and get an estimate of costs. Long- 


distance rates are regulated by the Interstate Commerce and Public 
Service Commissions. 


Local moves are charged on an hourly basis. If you're in doubt 


about the reputation of a mover, check with past customers or the 
local Better Business Bureau. 


On a short, in-town haul, we saved money by hiring local movers 


to cart the heavy items (major furniture and appliances and rugs} 
and friends helped us transport the smaller items in a rented 
trailer. (Note: Make arrangements for adequate insurance.)^ 


2. Line up the mover several weeks in advance. Local movers 


can bill you later but, according to ICC laws, long-distance moving 
must be paid for in cash, certified check or money order b.efore your 
possessions will be turned over to you. 


It's wise to know in advance exactly how much you'll owe. 
3. Make daily lists of things to be done and check off as you go 


II you have an attic, basement or garage fulJ ot stored items, get 
these areas in hand first. 


If you're doing your own packing, get a drum or barrel for break- 


able dinnerware and use plenty of newspapers for wrapping and 
cushioning items, graduating from heaviest and largest pieces at 
the bottom to ligbt and fragile pieces on top. 


Don't overload cartons or crates It's much less strain to move 


two small, light cartons than one big, heavy one. 


4. Leave drawers in chests and cabinets but don't fill them with 


heavy or Dreakable items. Pack them with bedding, pillows or 
other lightweight material and seal them with masking tape. 


Tape keys to cabinets and nut casters in bags, then tape to furni- 


ture. Tape envelopes of screws for towel bars to the bars. Seal 
corks and stoppers of opened bottles of liquids with masking tape, 
paraffin or nail polish. Never pack flammables such as cleaning 
fluids or matches- 


5. Have large appliances such as refrigerators, television sets. 


freezers, washing machines and stoves disconnected, defrosted and 
serviced for moving. 


Many movers refuse to be responsible for shipping a loaded 


freezer, although there are exceptions, depending on the length of 
the haul. Check tins liem with your mover. 


6. To speed unloading, label cartons and furniture according to 


the rooms where yo'T'll want them placed. (Some movers advise 
using different colored slips for different rooms.)

Secure labels with cellophane tape on mirrors, glass or marble 
\ loos: use masking tape on wood finishes. Use a heavy black crayon 
', on cartons if you care to. but be sure the writing is legible. 


A grood sign of advance planning is the label which boroemaker 
is taping to mirror, prior to start of moving operations. Label- 
in; of furnishings speeds loading and unloading procedures.

8. On moving day, farm out the children with friends or rela- 


tives if you can, especially the baby. Pack a picnic lunch, and 
(marvelous idea) a basket filled with soap, towels and other bath- 
room necessities which will be needed while you're settling in the 
new home. 


If possible, have shelves and closets cleaned and ready for articles 


before you start to unpsck. 


9. Arrange in advance to have a serviceman on hand to hook up 


major appliances.0 Let tlie menfolk set up the heavy furnishings; 
save your strength for the million small things that must be stored 
in place. 


(J usually make the beds first so tired youngsters and adulls 


can turn in early.) 


10. If you are unpacking by yourselves (without the movers) be 


sure to cart containers and packing materials outside as quickly 
as they are emptied.

Timely Information 
About Waterfowl 
Shooting in Canada 


This Information of Interest to 


Pennsylvania hunters who journey 
to Canada in the fall to enjoy wa- 
terfowl shooting comes from the 
Ontario Department of Lands and 
Forests: 


"Announcing the 1956 open sea- 


sons and bag limits for migratory 
birds in Ontario, the Honorable 
Clare E. Mapledoram . . . remind- 
ed sportsmen that a new depart- 
ure in the regulation of migratory 
bird shooting will be made this 
year. 


"Formerly these birds would be 


shot one half hour before sunrise 
on the opening day. This privilege 
was widely abused, with the result 
that this year the season does not 
open until noon. Once the opening 
day has passed, nimrods can hunt 
in the pre-sunnse and morning 
periods as before." 


The release says that ducks, 


geese, rails, 
coots, 
gallinules, 


woodcock and Wilson's snipe may 
be hunted: northern district, noon 
September 
15 to December 15; 


central district, noon September 
29 to December 15; southern dis- 
trict, noon October 6 to December 
15. There is one exception. In Es- 
sex County the open season for 
geese is from noon October 6 to 
December 31, mcl. 


The daily limits are: Ducks, 8, 


" exclusive of mergansers, and not 
more than one wood duck. On 
geese the daily limit is 5.
